Subject to the work record being found satisfactory, an 
Officer in the scale of pay of Administrative Officer, who has 
reached the maximum of the scale of pay applicable to him. 
may be granted for every three completed years of service 
after reaching such maximum, an additional increment equal to 


the last increament drawn by him in the scale of pay, subject 
to a maximum of two such increments : 

Provided that where an Officer is not granted such additional 
increment at the. end of three years from the date of his last 
increment or the last additional increment, as the case may be, 
his case shall fall due for review in each calendar year in the 
month following that in which he completes twelve months of 
service in that year, so long as he has not been allowed the 
increment, and if it is decided to allow the increment, it shall 
take effect from the first of the month in which the review has 
fallen due in the calendar year in which the decision is taken 
to allow the increment. 

Explanation : — 

Eor the purpose of this rule, the competent authority to allow 
the additional increment shall be the Managing Director of 
the Corporation.” 

4. In the said Rules, for rule 3, the following rule shall be

(1) The scales of dearness allowance applicable to Class I

(2) There shall be an upward revision of the dearness 
allowance payable for every four points rise in the quarterly 
average (hereinafter reterred to as the “current sverege fig¬ 
ure”) of the All India Consumer Price Index above 600 point 
in the sequence 600-604-608-612 and so on and there shall 
be a downward revision of the dearness allowance payable if 
(ho current average figure falls by four points below the index 
figure in the above sequence with reference to which the 
dearness allowance has been paid for the last preceding quar¬ 
ter. On the downward revision, the dearness allowance paya¬ 
ble shall correspond to the current average figure if such 
current average figure is a figure in the above sequence; and 
the dearness allowance "payable shall correspond to the figure 


(ii) Rs. 2851/- to

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in the above sequence next preceding the current average 
figure if such current average figure is not a figure in the above 
sequence. For this purpose, quarter shall mean a period of 
three months ending on the last day of March, June, September 
or December. The final Index figures as published in the 
Indian Labour Journal or the Gazette of India, whichever 
publication is available earlier, shall be the index figure which 
shall be taken for the purpose of calculation of Dearness 
Allowance. 

t3) For the purpose of calculating dearness allowance for 
a particular month, the quarterly aveage for the last quarter 
for which the final indox figures arc available on the 1 Jth day 
of that month shall be taken. Actual payment of this revised 
dearness allowance shall be made in the month following that 
in which the relevant index figures are available," 

5. For rule 6 of the said Rules, following rule shall be subs¬ 
tituted, namely 

"6. HOUSE RENT ALLOWANCE ; 

(1) Save as otherwlte provided in sub-rule (2) the house 
rent allowance payable to Class I Officers shall be at the rate of 
12.5 per cent of the basic pay, subject to a maximum of Rs. 
500 per month. 

(2) in case of Class I Officers posted at Ahmedabad, Banga¬ 
lore, Bombay, Callcutta, Delhi, Hyderabad, Kanpur, 
Madras, Ntgpur, Pune, Panaji or Marmugao, the house rent 
allowance, payable shall be the least of the following 
namely :— 

(a) an amount equivalent to 12.5 per cent of the basic pay; 
or 

(b) an amount equal to the difference between 6 per cent 
of the basic pay at the minimum of the scale of pay 
applicable to the officer and the actual rent paid by him 
or 12 percent of his investment together with 
outgoings by way of taxes where the residential 
accommodation is owned by the Officer : 

Provided that the amount payable shall not be less than the 
house rent allowance prescribed under sub-rule (1) and not 
moro than Rs, 600 per month.
